Mayor Peter Kelly sent out a memo to 
councillors warning them about the dan¬ 
gers of drinking and driving yesterday. 

And according to one councillor, who 
spoke to Metro on condition of anonymity, 
the memo, although sent to all councillors, 
was specifically directed towards at least 
two, indicating Peter Lund and Reg 
Rankin. 

He said other councillors had put pres¬ 
sure on Kelly to address the issue, and 
threatened to go to police if he didn’t. 

Rankin said it was a personal matter 
and did not wish to comment. 

Lund did not return phone calls or 
emails yesterday. 

Kelly confirmed he had contacted police 
about the issue. However, the mayor 
would not specify any councillors and 
added none of the complaints he received 
mentioned anyone actually driving while 
drunk, but involved them drinking exces¬ 
sively and people being concerned they 
might have driven afterwards. 

HRP spokeswoman Theresa Rath said 
police had been contacted on the general 
issue, but said no specific names were pro¬ 
vided.

The federal government is 
once again planning to 
procure at least two joint 
support ships for Canada’s 
Navy. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay announced yester¬ 
day that the government 
will spend $2.6 billion for 
two ships, with an option 
for a third. 

“The joint support ships 


will increase the navy’s re¬ 
sponsiveness to disasters 
and humanitarian re¬ 
sponse missions as we saw 
in Haiti most recently,” 
MacKay said. 

MacKay said the ships 
would be built in Canadi¬ 
an shipyards, but could 
not say which ones. 

The design and tender 
process is expected to last 
about 18 months, but no 
guess of when the ships 
would be in the water was 
hazarded.

With the planned repeal 
of the Treasure Trove Act, 
Nova Scotia hopes to get 
treasure hunters to take 
their hands off of its 
booty. 

Come September, the 
term “treasure” — de¬ 


fined as metals or pre¬ 
cious stones — will be 
struck, and the act, the 
only one of its kind in 
Canada and which paid 
hunters for their finds, 
will disappear. 

“This will mean that 
people can still look and 
conduct heritage research 
on shipwrecks,” said 
Michael Macdonald, exec¬ 


utive director of the min¬ 
eral resources branch at 
the Department of Natu¬ 
ral Resources. 


“But any materials that 
are found will be deemed 
to be owned by the 
Crown.” 


A spokesman at the 
Ministry of Natural Re¬ 
sources said that no fur¬ 
ther treasure trove 
licences will be distrib¬ 
uted after December to 
hunt around Nova Scotia’s 
10,000 shipwrecks. 

Instead, the emphasis 
will be on preserving the 
province’s cultural her¬ 
itage.

Newcomers face high drowning risk: 


Newcomers to Canada 
have a higher risk of 
drowning in boating and 
swimming mishaps than 
those born in the country, 
a study has found. 

The study, from the 
Lifesaving Society, focused 
on newcomers from 
China, South Asia and 
Southeast Asia, and found 
people in Canada for less 
than five years are at high¬ 
est risk of drowning. 

Even though 20 per 
cent of immigrants said 


they cannot swim, 79 per 
cent said they planned to 
spend time around or on 
the water this summer. 

They could be putting 
themselves at risk by mak¬ 
ing those plans, consider¬ 
ing a third of the 
respondents who weren't 
born in Canada are afraid 
of water and half worry 
their kids could drown, 
said Lifesaving Society 
spokesperson Barbara 
Byers. 

Just four per cent of 



Canadian respondents said 
they couldn’t swim. 

Immigrants may come 
from landlocked countries 
or may have had little wa¬ 
ter safety training, so they 
could be unaware of how 
dangerous water can be, 
Byers said. 

“They want to do what 
everybody else is doing, 
and they just don’t realize 
that you need to have 
some training and some 
lessons,” Byers added.

Forecast: Get used to slower growth 


The Canadian economy’s 
rocket-lilce recovery is burn¬ 
ing out, falling into a pro¬ 
longed period of more 
modest growth, a new fore¬ 
cast from the Conference 
Board predicts. 

After annualized growth 
rates of 4.9 per cent and 6.1 
per cent in the last three 


months of 2009 and first 
three of 2010, the economy 
is expected to slow signifi¬ 
cantly in the second half of 
this year and into 2011. 

“It's not a double-dip re¬ 
cession, it’s growth not as 
strong as in the past,” says 
economist Pedro Antunes, 
director of forecasting for 


the Conference Board. 

For the year, the think- 
tank expects growth to av¬ 
erage 3.6 per cent in 2010 
and 2.9 per cent in 2011. 

Many expect the Bank of 
Canada to temper its expec¬ 
tations about the economy 
next week, but not so much 
as to dissuade governor 


Mark Carney from taking 
interest rates up a quarter- 
point to 0.75 per cent. 

The Conference Board 
says Canadians should also 
expect job creation to slow, 
although it believes the un¬ 
employment rate will con¬ 
tinue to decline.

No longer strictly the 
domain of nerds and fan- 
boys, San Diego’s four-day 
pop-culture festival prom¬ 
ises film and TV fodder for 
fans of all kinds, plus 
video games, toys, col¬ 
lectibles and costumes ga¬ 
lore when it kicks off next 
week. 

“I can’t wait,” says film¬ 
maker Kevin Smith, an an¬ 
nual regular considered 
royalty at the convention. 

“Comic-Con for me is — 
Muslims like to go to 
kneel, what is it, three 
times a day toward Mecca 


and whatnot. I do the 
same thing for San Diego 
and that massive building” 

What began 40 years 
ago as a humble comic¬ 
book fair has grown into a 
barometer of cool powered 
by the ardent enthusiasm 
of more than 100,000 fans 
— and the Hollywood stu¬ 
dios who want a piece of 
the action. 

Brad Pitt and Angelina 
Jolie aren’t officially on the 
guest list, and studio reps 
are staying mum about 
whether they’ll attend, but 
A-list surprises often hap¬ 
pen at Comic-Con, where 
Johnny Depp and Hugh 
Jackman previously 

showed up unannounced.

For Oksana Grigorieva, 
threatening phone calls 
sadly seem to have become 
a part of her life. 

In the aftermath of the 
release three phone calls

The Toronto Blue Jays’ ac¬
